If ever a man suffered from what 
may he called a brainstorm, this man 


! has, was the verdict of Ihe few medi­ 
cal authorities who have visited him 
since the change. 
Shortly after noon 
Miller 
awoke 
while l;>ing upon the cold stone floor 
of his prison cell. 
At first lie broke 
into a sweat, for he thought he was 
buried in a tomb. 
He looked about 
him and saw he was in jail. 
He ask­ 
ed another prisoner where he was 
and how he came to he tlmre. 
All recoiled ion of ’he occurrences 
of the last lew days was gone. 
IT's 
mind was blank. 
He talked as la- 
tionally as any man and gave no* tne 
slightest evidence of knowing i ny- 
thing of his deed, until a fellow* pris­ 
oner told him of it. 
Listening intently to a story of the 
killing of Joe Litleler he evinced the 
utmost surprise. 
lie said to a news­ 
paper man: 
"I awoke as if from n dream, know­ 
ing absolutely nothing of the affair, 
i felt the flagging on Ihe floor and 
ihoughl, it was the bottom of a gicve. 
Then in a second or two I was all 
right, and now my mind is as clear 
as a bell. 
I wondered why I was 
here. 1 can’t remember anything that 
happened the past few days, bul T 
guess I’ve been carrying on pretty 
badly from what they tell me. 
"The last person except my wife I 
recall having talked to was Marshal 
Lane, of Franklin. 
I went to Spring­ 
field with him and 
brought 
Celia 
back.

give my woist enemy a lift if I saw 
him in trouble.

He had not seen his shot­ 
gun for almost a year and had for­ 
gotten where It was.

We have had some i rou­ 
ble, it is true, hut Celia is very dear 
to me.”

Continuing, he explained the gen­ 
eral condition of his health: 
"Thorp Thompson, of Middletown, 
my partner in the painting and deco­ 
rating business.” he said, "will vouch 
for the statement that I am frequent­ 
ly taken with these spells.
